less home. 


Most unfortunately, this-excellent and timely law is failing 


of its noble purpose owing lo (he interpretation given it by the 
•county commissioners, who assert thai since no money has 
been appropriated by them for the specific purpose of relief of 
mothers, they are therefore without authority to pay Ihe 
claims of mothers recommended by Ihe school boards! The 
county commissioners, it appears, have meetings- every two 
years at which the appropriations of .(he county funds are 
made, and al their last meeting no such appropriation was 
made, there being al that'time no mothers' pension law. 


"The 
reading of the law seems clear enough. 
'It shall be 


the duly of the county commissioners of each county to pro- 
vide out of Ihe moneys in the county treasury NOT OTHER-' 
WISE APPROPRIATED, an amount sufficient to meet Ihe 
purposes of this law.'

"H would seem logical that only in Ihe event of an empty 


county'treasury would (he county commissioners be pre- 
vented from carrying out this law.

"It would be a good thing if a test case could be made of 


some cas er.ecommended by the school board to prove the 
validity of the law or the correclnes sof the attitude assumed 
by the county commissioners."
